SAMUEL BUTLER, the Author of thi^ excel- 
lent Poeni, was born in the parish of Strensham, 
III the coanty of Worcester, and baptized there the 
13th of Feb. 1612. His father, who was of the same 
name, was an honest country farmer, wlio had sorap 
srtiall estate of his own, but rented a much greater 
of the Lord of the Manor where he lived. However, 
perceiving in this son an early inclination to learn- 
ing, he m&de a shift to have him educated in the 
free-school at Worcester, under Mr. Henry Bright ; 
where having passed the usual time» and being be- 
come an excellent school-scholar, he went for some 
little time to Cambridge, hut was never matriculated 
into that University, his father's abilities not being 
fufficient to be at the charge of an academical educa- 
tion ; so that our Author returned soon into his na- 
tive county, and became clerk to one Mr. Jeffcrys, of 
Earl'srCroom, an eminent Justice of the Peace for 
that County, with whom he lived some years, in an 
easy and no contemptible service. Here by the in- 
dulgence of a kind master, he had sufficient leisure 
to apply himself to whatever learnjiug his inclina- 
tions led him, which were chiefly history and poptry ; 
to which, for his diversion, he joined music and 
painting ; and 1 have seen some pictures, said to V)«. 
of his drawing, which remained u\ XYv^aX. ^aTBLA"^ % 
which I mention not for the exceUcncj ol >i>\^xKx,>avi3K' 
to satisfy th^ reader of his early VucVmwUc^xvs Vo <^a^

i>cIoTed l)j Mr. Samuel ^Cooper, one of the moat 
CTninent painters of his time. 

He was after this recumrnended to that great en- 
tfourager of learning, Elizabctli Countess of Kent, 
where he had noi only the opportunity to consult all 
manner of learned books, but to converse also with 
that living library of Icarningj the* great Mr Seklen. 

Our Author lived some time also with Sir Samuel 
Luke, who was of an ancient family in Bedfordshire ; 
but, to his dishonour, an eminent concuiander under 
the usurper Oliver Cromwell : and then it was, as I 
am informed, he composed this h>yal Poera. For, 
though fate, more than choice, seems to have placed 
him in the service of a Knight so notorious, both la 
his person and politics, yet, by the role of cocilraries^ 
one may observe throughout his whole Poem, that 
he was most orthodox, both in his religion and loy- 
alty. And I am the more induced to believe he 
wrote it about that time, because he had then the op- 
portunitj' to converse with those living characters of 
rebellion, iiionsense, and hypocrisy, which he so 
Jivelily and pathetically exposes throughout the 
whole work. 

After the restoration of King Charles IL those 
who were at the helm, minding money more than 
merit, our Author found that verse in Jiivenal to b« 
exactly verified in himself: 

Haud facile emergunt, quorum virtutibus obstat 
Res angusta domi : 

And being endued with that innate modesty, which 
rarely finds promotion in princes' courts. He be- 
came Secretary to Richard Earl of Carbury, Lord 
President of the Principality of Wales, who made 
him Steward of Ludlow-Caslle, when the Court there 
was revived. About this time he married one Mrs. 
Herbert, a gentlewoman of a very good family, but 
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pOETA nascitur non fit, is a sentenee ^ftSH 
great truth as antifjuitif ; it bein^ most cer- 
^(tiny that all the acquired learning imaginable /> 
iiisufi'cient to cotnp/tat a poet, wit /tout a natural 
Stiiius a net propensity to so noble and sublime an 
'ff. And "xe ma I/, tvlthout offtnccy observe f 
that many •eery learned men, tvlio have been am- 
bitioui to be thought poets, have only rendered 
themselves obnoxious to that saty rival inspiration 
nur Author tcitiily invokes : 

Which made tbem, though it were in spight 
Of nature and their stars, to write. 

On the one side, some u'h& have had' very little 
human learning, but were endued with a Ihrge 
share of natural wit and parts, have become the 
most celebrated * poets of the age they lived in, 
Hut, as these last are, " Rara: aves in terris,^' so, 
isfien the muses hava not disdained the assistances 
of other arts aud sciences, we are then blessed 
•aith those lasting monuments of wit and learning, 
ToAich may justly claim a kind of eternity npon 
nrt^. And our author, had his modesty per^ 
vUtted him, might, with Horace, have said, 

Exegi monumentum xre perennius : 
Or, with Ovid, 

Jamque opus exegi, quod nee Jovis ira, nee ignis, 
Nee poterit ferrum, nee edax abolere vetustas. 

The Author of this celebrated Poem was- of 
this last composition : for although he had not 
the happiness of an academical education, as soir

tf^r»i, it may be perceivedt'^tkrmghout his tohtde 
Poenif that tie had read much^ arid was very toell 
accomplished in the most useful parts qfAumcm 
learning, 

Rapin fin his rejections) speaking of the ne- 
cessary/ qualities belonging to a poet, tells us, he 
must nave a genius extraordinary ; great natural ' 
gifts ; a wit just, fruitful, piercing, solid, and 
universal; an understanding clear and distinct ; 
an imagination neat and pleasant ; an elevation of 
soul, that depends not only on art or study, but is 
purely the gift of heaven, which must be sustained 
by a lively stnse and vivacity ; judgment to con- 
sider wisely of things, and vivacity Jor the beau- 
tiful expression of them, Sfc. 
. Now, how justly this character is due to 6ur- 
Author, we leave to the impartial reader, arid 
those ojf nicer judgment, who had the happiness t9 
be more intimately acquainted with him. 

The reputation of this incojnparable Poem is so 
thoroughly established in the world, that it would 
be superfluous, if not irnpertinent, to endeavour 
any panegyric upon it* King Charles IJ. whom 
the judicious part of mankind will readily ac- 
knowledge to be a sovereign judge of wit, was sa 
great an admirer of it, that he would qfteti plea- 
santly quote it in his conversation. However, 
since most men have a curiosity to have some ac- 
count of such anonymous authors, whose composi- 
tions have been eminent for wit or learning, we 
have, for their information, subjoined a short Life 
ofthti Author. 
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no wUlow, as the Oxford Antiquary has reported : 
she hdid a competent fortune, bul it was most uf il un- ' 
fortunately lost, by being put out on ill securities, so 
that it was of little advantage to him. He is re« 
oorlcd by the Antiquary to have been Secretary to 
kis Grace George Duke of Buckingham, when ht 
was Chancellor to the University of Cambridge ; 
but whether that be true or no, it is certain, th«- 
Dnke had a great kindness for him, and was often « 
benefactor to him. But no man was a more generous 
friend to him, than that Mecaenas of ail learned and 
witty men, Chafles Lord Buckhurst, the late Earl of 
Dorset and Middlesex, who, being himself an exceU 
lent poet, knew how to set a just value upon the in- 
geuious performances of others, and has often takes 
care privately to relieve and supply the necessities 
of those, whose modesty would endeavour to conceal 
them ; of which our author wa^ a signal instance, a« 
several others have been, who are now living. Ii* 
fine, the integrity of his life, the acuteness of his wit^ 
and easiness of his conversation, had rendered him 
most acceptable to all men *, yet he prudently avoid- 
ed a multiplicity of acquaintance, and wisely chose 
9uch only whom his discerning judgment could dis<'

From the great vulgar or the imall. 

And having thus Uved to a good <>ld age, admired 
ky all, though personally known to few, he departed 
this life in the year 1680, and was buried at the 
charge of his good friend Mr. Longuevil, of the Tem-

For Trull A, who was light of foot 
As shafts which long-field Parthians shoots 
(But not so light as to be borne 
Upon the ears of standing corn. 
Or trip it o*er the water quicker 10^ 

Than witches, when their staves they liquor. 
As some report,) was got among 
The foremost of the martial throng : 
There pitying the vanquished Bear,

Where lovers us'd to loll and dream. 

There leaving him to his repose. 

Secured from pursuit (^ foes. 

And wanting nothing but a song, 165 

And a well-tun'd theorbo hung 

Upon a bougb> to ease the pain 

His tugg'd ears suffered, with a strain. 

They both drew up, to march in quest 

Of his great leader and the rest. I70 

For Orsin (who was more renown'd 
For stout maintaining of his ground 
In standing fight, than for pursuit. 
As being not so quick of foot) 
Was not long able to keep pace 175 

With others that pursu'd the chace ; 
But found himself left far behind. 
Both out of heart and out of wind : '

Upon this he sent her with tbe 
coiuBiaud of tome troops, with vibich she relieved 
Orleans, and drove the English fram it, defeated 
j|«U«t at the buttle of Pallai, and recovered Chaof 
pagiic. At last she was uiiruitunalely taken pri- 
soner in a tally at Champagne in 1430, and tried fur 
a witch or succisimi, cundeuiucd, and burnt in Rouen 
aiarket-placc in May t43il.
